"play ball with Jim," but asked 
him also to make a public state- 
ment saying that although the 
delegates would be pledged to Far- 
ley, they would awing to Roosevelt 
If he decided /to run again. Burke 
did make such a statement.

the dispatch, "and today New Eng- 
land, which a month ago was a 
Farley stronghold, seems to be al-

German warplanes were shot down 
by British fighters today, the air 
ministry announced, as Nazi airmen 
raided Britain's East coast for the 
second time in three days, drawing 
machine-gun fire from several lit- 
tle trawlers which they attempted 
to attack. 


The fire from the trawlers gave 
concrete form to the warning last 
week by Winston Churchill, first 
lord of the admiralty, that all 
British vessels plying the war-toss- 
ed North Sea waters henceforth 
would be armed 
for 
protection 
against German bombing and ma- 
chine-gunning from the air. 


Royal air force planes were re- 
porte'' to have attacked German 
torpedo boats in continuing recon- 
naissance flights over Germany's 
sea bases of Borkum.and Helgo- 
land. 
Details w»to not immedi- 
ately available. 


The downing of the two Nazi 
planes brought the total German 
aircraft lost in such raids to an 
even 50, according to the British. 
They listed 41 German bombers 
as definitely accounted for and 
said nine others probably never 
reached home. 
The British esti- 


mated the total value of the lost 
German planes at more than 1,000,- 
000 pounds, (about $4,000,000.) 


The air ministry said the planes 


downed today were losers In bat- 
tles with British fighter planes, 
one off the Northeast coast and 
the other near St. Abb's Head, 
Scotland. 


Four Germans who were in the 


second plane, a Heinkel which 
fell near the village of Golding- 
ham, 40 miles east of Edlnburg,

roads in life's path are confronted 
every day.

destiny. 


Fortunate Is that young person 


who early is mastered by Christ's 
great 
teaching 
of 
stewardship. 


Such a one will not drift through 
the days, mastered by conditions, 
but never mastering them. He will 
serve the noblest ends he knows; 
and will make his life count for 
greater causes than himself. The 
consciousness that he has a Mas- 
ter, to "Whom he Is accountable, 
will deliver him from the petti- 
ness and prudlshness of self-en- 
grossment, 


Tliree Sets of Talents 


In this familiar story, told by 
Jesus almost at the end of His 
story-telling ministry, we have a 
picture of the three sorts of peo- 
ple there are in the world, It re- 
lates how a business man, going 
on a journey, entrusted five talents 
(each talent was worth about $1200) 
to one servant to use, two to an- 
other and one to a third, accord- 
Ing to the ability of each. 


Smack out of this story 
leaps 


first the truth that all men are 
not alike, and do not have the 
same abilities. 
Social 
idealists 


dream otherwise; but hard reality 
tells us the truth. Some men are 
five-talent men, and some 
are 


one-talent. 
Every experiment In 


Communism 
has 
demonstrated 


this. Does anybody dare say that 
all Russians are now equal? There 
was a famous large Christian com- 
munity started in Jerusalem about 
fifty years a.go, on the basis of 
having all things in common. To- 
day is Is a business enterprise, op- 
erated and owned by two of the 
men, 
the others being but ser- 


vants. Longfellow put the truth; 


"You 
may grind their souls tn the 
self-same mill; 


You may bind them heart and 
brow; 


But the poet will chase the rani- 


bow still, 


And his brother will follow the 
plow." 
• 


Not all men of five-talent ca- 


pacity produce five-talent results. 
Most of us have known men of 
great ability who never did any 
great work, because of laziness or 
lack of ambition. 
We must be- 


ware of thinking that only the 
one-talent men are slackers. This 
is not so. In our western world 
an amazing number of men have 
risen 
from the lowliest lot to 


highest service, while their com- 
panions talked of 
"luck." 
The 


The one-talent man in the parable 
was expected to be a producer; as 
well as the five and two talent 
ment. 


But the familiar parable is that 


the five-talent servant, and the 
two-talent servant, doubled the in- 
vestment entrusted to them, while 
the one-talent man merely buried 
his allotment, which he 
should 


have doubled. The first two ser- 
vants were rewarded, and the 
third punished. 


One Man's Stewardship 


Most pertinent to this Lesson 


is the story of John J. Eagan, of 
Atlanta; whose Memoir, written 
by Dr. Robert E. Speer, I have 
been reading.

His interests widened and his for- 
tune grew; but so also 
did his 


sense of stewardship.

as all Atlanta knew. He poured

dom it shall be given or .kept 
only as by giving (or keeping).

Written into this Lesson story 


is a principle that modern science 
stresses. 
Powers must be exer- 


cised if they are to be retained. 
We must use or lose. Unemployed 
muscles become weak or even atro- 
phied. The same is true of moral 
qualities. Souls, like bodies, must 
be kept fit. 


Faithless to this trust, many be- 


come whiners and 
complainers, 


even as the one-talent man blamed 
his failure upon his master. It is 
characteristic of the unsuccessful 
that they blame luck, or social con- 
ditions, or their more prosperous 
fellows for what is often their own 
slackness. 


There is no emancipator for the 


life like a sense of stew- 
of mission, of responsi- 


bility to a Cause and a Master. A 
man should say to hla own soul, 
,"All I have or am or can attain 
Is a trust from God. Therefore I, 
must be an ever better man, an 
ever more efficient farmer, me- 
chanic, salesman, business man, 
or whatever else Is my calling and 
ability.

Farmers 


desiring additional water 
supply 


can economically provide suffici- 
ent water on the farm by con- 
structing stock ponds from 2 to 
5 acre feet in capacity. Where 
suitable site and topography is 
available on the farm, ponds can 
be built to Impound surplus run- 
off water and provide water for 
livestock and also make desirable 
areas for recreational and wildlife 
development. 
These 
Ideas were 


stressed by officials of the local 
CCC camp soil conservationists. 


The success of ponds largely de- 


pends on proper location and pro- 
tection after it has been construc- 
ted. 
The procedure for the loca- 


tion of a stock pond includes sev- 
eral 
Important 
factors 
which 


should be carefully considered in 
selecting the proper site. Farmers 
should bo thoroughly acquainted 
with the proper location as to 
drainage area, soil type and topog- 
raphy. 
Several existing ponds in 


this area failed to hold water chief- 
ly due to the exposure of previous 
layers of sandy soil while In other 
instances the absence of vegeta- 
tion permitted silting of ponds. 


A drainage area with perman- 


ent vegetation Is considered essen- 
tial, and where possible should in- 
clude only pasture or woodland. 
However, the use of silting basing 
proved satisfactory in protecting 
the pond against silting. It is con- 
sidered vitally important that soil 
borings bo made at the dam site 
to determine whether sand or oth- 
er permeable material Is present. 
The suitability of the proposed site 
from a standpoint of impermea- 
bility of underlying soils should he 
determined from these borings. 


The cost of construction of farm 


ponds will vary largely according 
to amount of storage capacity, the 
topography and the type of equip- 
ment used for excavation. In many 
instances by taking advantage of 
certain topography, the cost of fill 
for tho amount of capacity obtain- 
ed has proved very economical. 


Protection and maintenance can- 


not bo over emphasized as serious 
damage has often resulted from 
erosion. 
A recommended practice 


of stabilizing spillways of farm 
ponds with Bermuda grass Is con- 
sidered necessary to prevent gully- 
ing. 
If the farm pond is to be uti- 


lized chiefly as a source of water 
supply for livestock, the 
pond 


should he fenced to keep animals 
away from the water. The unfcnc- 
ed pond will present the problem 
of livstock trampling down banks 
and fills and contaminating the 
water. Also the possibility of over 
grazing a portion of tho drainage 
area may permit soil movement 
into the pond. A suggested meth- 
od of watering livestock from a 
pond may either consist of fencing 
only a portion of tho pond or in- 
stalling a, pipe through the tank 
dam to supply water into a trough. 


Farm ponds of considerable size 


will not only provide a source of 
water for livestock but for Irriga- 
tion of gardens and small truck 
nntchog as well.

Gallogly, serving two life sent- 
ences when he fled across four 
southern states and surrendered to 
the sheriff of Dallas county be- 
cause he wanted "Texas justice" 
was ordered extradited by Gover- 
nor W. Lee O'Daniel. 
The 
fugitive, given a lengthy 


hearing before the governor, then 
began a court battle which has 
continued several months. 


The appellate court opinion said 


Gallogly's 
only contention 
was 
that the requisition and designa- 
tion of agents for Georgia was not 
attested to by the Georgia secre- 
tary of state and did not bear the 
great seal of the southern state. 


The court added It did not have 


the original documents before it 
but it appeared from the record 
that all the documents were bound 
by a ribbon on which the great 
seal had been impressed.

"We think this is sufficient to 
meet the objections raised," the 
opinion said.

"It is our opinion It was not 


necessary to impress the seal upon 
each document separately."
